farm, the way the children are tared 
for and their general economic status. 
(Mi the approval by the departm ent of 
the n*eouimemlatIoiis of illest* commis­ 
sions tin* Indians selected are invited 
to a public meeting to receive in due 
form the patents in fee to their lands.

The authorities have undertaken u 
study of the problem iii order to devel­ 
op the elk herd* as a productive re 
source.

Tile summer range upon the high ele­ 
vation is ample.
